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USDA  Announces  Changes  in 
Purchase  Prices 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced 
changes,  effective  Jan.  17,  in  the  support  purchase  prices 
paid  by  USDA's  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  for  non- 
fat dry  milk,  butter  and  cheese. 

Keith  Bjerke,  CCC  executive  vice  president,  said  the 
changes  would  better  reflect  the  market  value  of  milkfat 
and  nonfat  components  of  milk,  encourage  milk  produc- 
ers to  produce  milk  with  a higher  proportion  of  nonfat 
solids  and  promote  greater  commercial  use  of  milkfat. 

The  support  purchase  price  for  nonfat  dry  milk  will  be 
increased  by  6.20  cents  per  pound  to  91.20  cents.  The 
butter  price  will  be  reduced  by  1 1 cents  per  pound  to  87.25 
cents. 

These  are  offsetting  adjustments  of.50  cents  per  100 
pounds  of  milk.  Because  of  the  change  in  milkfat  value, 
the  CCC  purchase  prices  for  block  Cheddar  and  barrel 
cheese  will  be  increased  to  from  $1.11  to  $1.11375  and 
from  $1.07  to  $1.07375,  respectively.  The  price  support 
for  milk  remains  at  $10.10  per  hundredweight  (cwt.)  for 
milk  containing  3.67  percent  milkfat.  The  equivalent 
support  price  for  milk  with  a milkfat  content  of  3.5 
percent  is  $9.94  per  cwt. 

USDA  Extends  Filing  Deadline 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  is  extending  the 
deadline  to  March  2 for  submission  of  proposals  on 
alternatives  to  the  Minnesota  Wisconsin  (M-W)  price 
currently  used  to  set  minimum  prices  in  all  federal  milk 
marketing  orders. 

Daniel  D.  Haley,  administrator  of  USDA'S  Agricul- 
tural Marketing  Service,  said  the  extension  is  in  response 
to  an  industry  group  request  for  more  time  to  submit  its 


proposed  alternative  to  the  M-W  price. 

The  M-W  price  is  the  average  of  prices  paid  to  farmers 
in  the  Minnesota- Wisconsin  area  for  manufacturing  grade 
(Grade  B)  milk,  or,  milk  eligible  for  use  only  in  manufac- 
tured milk  products. 

"The  proposals,  to  be  discussed  at  a national  hearing 
later  this  year,  should  come  directly  from  the  diary  indus- 
try and  the  public,"  Haley  said.  r .

million  pounds.

Gross  Class  I utilization  averaged  4,088,655  pounds 
per  day  during  December  1 991 . On  a daily  basis  this 
was  a decrease  of  9.3%  from  the  previous  month  and 
5.1%  less  than  December  1990. 1/ 

The  December  1 991  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  totaled  125,428,860  pounds  or  54.6%  of  the  re- 
ported producer  receipts.  This  utilization  percentage  is 
6.3%  less  than  last  month  and  1 .2%  less  than  Decem- 
ber 1 990.  v 

The  average  butterfat  test  for  gross  Class  I utiliza- 
tion was  2.1  % for  December  1 991 . 

Receipts  from  3,209  producers  by  26  pool  han- 
dlers regulated  by  Order  No.  33  averaged  7,408,354 
pounds  daily  for  December  1 991 . On  a daily  basis  this 
was  1 .8%  more  than  last  month  and  2.7%  less  than 
December  1990.  v 

Producers  supplying  the  market  decreased  by  62 
from  the  November  1991  total  and  decreased  by  331 
from  December  1990.  The  daily  average  producer 
receipts  per  farm  of  2,309  pounds  were  85  more  than 
the  previous  month.  On  a daily  basis  this  is  1 57  pounds 
more  than  December  1990.v 

The  December  1991  Class  I price  was  $14.54  per 
hundredweight  for  3.5%  milk  delivered  to  pool  plants  in 
Zone  3.  This  was  48  cents  more  than  the  November 
1991  Class  I price  and  $2.02  more  than  the  December 
1990  price.  Prices  for  Class  I milk  in  parts  of  the 
marketing  area  other  than  Zone  3 reflect  the  specified 
location  adjustment  of  minus  24  cents  in  Zone  1 , minus 
1 4 cents  in  Zone  2,  plus  7 cents  in  Zone  4 and  plus  1 5 
cents  in  Zone  5. 

The  Class  II  price  for  December  1 991  was  $1 3.41 . 
This  was  45  cents  more  than  the  November  1 991  Class 
II  price  and  $4.64  more  than  the  December  1 990  Class 
II  price. 

The  Class  III  price  of  $12.10  for  December  1991 
was  38  cents  less  than  the  previous  month  and  $1 .91 
more  than  the  December  1990  Class  III  price. 

The  January  1992  Class  I price  will  be  $14.52  for 
3.5%  milk.

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FEDERAL  ORDER  36  MARKET  SUMMARY  FOR  DECEMBER  1991 


Gross  Class  I utilization  averaged  5,055,251  pounds 
per  day  during  December  1991 . On  a daily  basis  this 
was  a decrease  of  7.0%  from  the  previous  month  and 
1 .2%  less  than  December  1 990. ^ 

The  December  1991  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  totaled  156,527,628  pounds  or  52.2%  of  the  re- 
ported producer  receipts.  This  utilization  percentage  is 
7.3%  less  than  last  month  and  4.2%  less  than  Decem- 
ber 1990.17 

The  average  butterfat  test  for  gross  Class  I utiliza- 
tion was  2.1  % for  December  1 991 . 

Receipts  from  4,643  producers  by  33  pool  handlers 
regulated  by  Order  No.  36  averaged  9,683,833  pounds 
daily  for  December  1 991 . On  a daily  basis  this  was  6.3% 
more  than  last  month  and  7.1%  more  than  December 
1 990. 1; 

Producers  supplying  the  market  increased  by  46 
from  the  November  1 991  total  and  decreased  by  80 
from  December  1990.  The  daily  average  producer 
receipts  per  farm  of  2,086  pounds  were  1 04  more  than 
the  previous  month.  On  a daily  basis  this  is  1 72  pounds 
more  than  December  1990.1/ 

The  December  1991  Class  I price  was  $14.50  per 
hundredweight  for  3.5%  milk  delivered  to  pool  plants. 
This  was  48  cents  more  than  the  November  1 991  Class 

I price  and  $2.02  more  than  the  December  1 990  price. 

The  Class  II  price  for  December  1 991  was  $1 3.41 . 
This  was  45  cents  more  than  the  November  1 991  Class 

II  price  and  $4.64  more  than  the  December  1 990  Class 
II  price. 

The  Class  III  price  of  $1 2.1  Ofor  December  1 991  was 
38  cents  less  than  last  month  and  $1 .91  more  than  the 
December  1990  Class  III  price. 

The  January  1992  Class  I price  will  be  $14.48  for 
3.5%  milk.
